CHILD'S CORPSE SHOWED EVERY 


EVIDENCE OF A BRUTAL 


MURDER. 


MARVIN CASE WYSXERY OF* THE AGE. 


DISCOVERED IN A BARREL 


And Foreigners-Attempt to Destroy 


the Barrel Which Might Pro- 


duce Testimony. ^ 


^•Cleveland, O., May 3 — Baby Alex 


Hoenig was found dead in a barrel 
at 9 a.m. Friday near his father's 
home 2822 Scovill avenue. The body 
bore every evidence of murder. 
The 


child must have 
been 
killed some 


time" Wednesday or early Thursday. 
The neck bears a long red line, as if 
made by a rope. The neck is caved 
in, as though withaston. 
The skin 


on the breast is loose. * There is a 
black mark on the leg. The body was 
found in the bottom of a whisky bar 
rel in the rear of a store two doors 
from David Hoenig's grocery. 


The discovery was made by Mrs. A1 


Leopold. The body was covered with 
a lot of rubbish, empty tin pails, and 
rags. 
The outer clothing had been 


removed. 
Stockings, shoes and un- 


derdrawers c»ly 
were 
left on the 


body. 
There were 
several minor 


bruises on the body, but they may 
have been caused by the articles used 
to cover the body. The body rested 
in the barrel feet up, the head on the 
bottom, as though it had been thrust 
in. 


The Hoenig boy was three years 


and four months old. He disappeared 
at 8 p. m. Monday from in front of 
his father's grocery 
where he had 


been playing with his sisters. The 
kidnaping theory was followed from 
the first and every patrolman in the 
city had been on the search. The 
father fell in a faint when the news 
was brought to him 
by neighbors 


"When he came back to consciousness 
he cried out, "Is he dead? Is he 
dead?" The mother was. visiting a 
fortune teller to see if she could not 
get a clue to her ba.by's fate. She 
<ioes not know he is dead. 


Th news spread rapidly through 


tfie neighborhood, 
which is largely 


Occupied by foreigners. A great crowd 
gathered. In a frenay neighbors of 
the Hoenig's attacked the barrel tear- 
ing it to pieces and destroying any 
evidence of the identity of the mur- 
derer that it might have held. 


Coroner Burke said this afternoon 


that the Hoenig boy had been asphyxi- 
ated with sawdust as his lungs and

DEMASSEY CASE ENDS 
RETURN A VERDICT 


OF MANSLAUGHTER 


New 
York, May 3.—"Baroness" 


Anisia Louise De Massy, a pattern 
designer, tried for the killing of Gus- 
tav Simon, -a shirtwaist manufacturer, 
was convicted of manslaughter in the 
first degree, with a recommendation 
of mercy. The jury icturned a ver- 
dict a few minutes before midnight, 
and the prisoner was remanded to the 
Tombs until May 9 for sentence. Gus- 
tav Simon, a shirtwaist manufacturer, 
was shot in his office on Xov 19, and 
died a few hours afterward. Mme. 
De Massy, who was emplo>ed by 
Simon, acknowledged she had a dis- 
agreement with Simon over a ques- 
tion of wages and had left the manu- 
facturer's office a few minutes before 
her arrest, but has consistently main- 
tained throughout her trial that she 
had nothing to do with the shooting.

Then he j 
returned to escort Mrs. Aked from the I 
cab. The mob attacked him from all 
sides. One man planted himse'f direct- 
ly in the path of Mrs. Aked. The mili- 
tant parson did not hesitate. He had 
solid muscles, developed by golfing ami 
other athletic exercises.

The man dropped to the 


ground, aud the preacher took his wife 
into the house. 


Afterward, when the deacon inform- 


ed his pastor that the blow had broken 
some of the fellow's teeth, Mr. Aked 
laughed. 


The mob attacked the house and 


broke out most of the windows. The 
chapel also was badly damaged by 
their fury. 


After five Sundays of this sort of 


thing the head constable called upon 
the preacher. 


"Look here, Mr. Aked," he said, "I'm 


getting tired of furnishing police pro- 
tection. 
Now that you've proved to 


these people that you mean what yon 
say and are not afraid of sayiug it, 
wouldn't it be a good plan for you to 
take a vacation for one Sunday and 
break the continuity? Maybe then the 
mob would quiet down." 


The preacher agreed to this. His ab- 


sence for one Sunday had the desired 
effect. The head constable had a the- 
ory that the mob had merely formed 
the habit of Aked baiting, and this 
break broke up the habit. Mr. Aked 
returned and preached Boer liberty in 
peace. 


Wanted Him In Parliament. 
In New York a few days ago he re- 


marked: "You can hardly find an Eng- 
lishman now who does not believe in 
his heart that the Boers -were right. 
The men who stoned me in the streets 
think as I do now. Why, they cheered 
me twelve months after the riots and 
wanted to send me to parliament, 
formed my opinion twelve months be- 
fore they did, that's all." 


Mr. Aked added that he often thinks 


that the principle the Boers fought for 
is the same principle that caused the 
American revolution. 
Not long ago 


when he had decided to accept the cal 
to New York, he said to a Liverpoo 
reporter: 


"My passion has always been for lib 


erty and to work for those who are 
struggling for liberty, no matter where 
Now that I cannot fight for them as " 
used to, I am glad to go where liberty 
has been achieved."

Cycled Over Europe. 


John D. Rockefeller invited Mr. Aked 


to play golf with him on the occasion 
of his visit to America several months 
ago, but the preacher declined because 
he feaied the effect of such strenuous 
exercise. Years ago he and Mrs. Aked 
were enthusiastic bicyclists. They trav- 
ersed practically the whole of Europe 
by wheel. Now the preacher says he 
is limited to horseback riding. 


None can deny that there is work in 


America for a preacher of the Aked 
stripe. He has said since his arrival: 


"I am bringing a ministry of recon- 


ciliation, the fundamental basis of 
which is the common brotherhood of 
man, all fighting under the banner of 
Christianity. I believe in the recon- 
ciliation of man's whole life—personal, 
political and social—through the gos- 
pel of Christ I also believe that it is 
possible to reconcile alienated classes 
and conflicting parties among the great 
American people. The idea is the grad- 
ual breaking down of the distinction 
between the wealthy classes and the 
masses."' 


Mr. Aked lays particular stress on his 


utteiance that anybody is welcome at 
his church. The church being on Fifth 
avenue, this is interesting. He says on 
this point: 


"I don't care if a man or a woman is 


wealthy beyond the dreams of avarice 
or so poor that he or she has to come 
to church in working clothes. I will 
gr^et them all equally." 


Mr. Aked says that he is extremely 


fond of America and that the ideals of 
the American people are his own.

CATARACT OF THE EYE. 


How the One It Attacks May Watch 


the Obstruction Grow. 


Cataract is said to be due to the 


gradual deposition of oxalate of lime 
in the substance of the crystalline 
lens, at- first in small spots or Streaks, 
sometimes in one part and sometimes 
in another. The deposit gradually in- 
creases until it penetrates the wholi> 
of the lens, causing blindness. 
The 


remedy, then, is to remove the lens, 
and after its removal the patient needs 
a substitute In the form of highly mag- 
nifying spectacles. 


All that is necessary to enable a 


patient to see his own cataract for 
himself is a piece of card and a nee- 
dle. A visiting card -will do very well. 
Pierce a clean round hole near the 
middle of the card and hold the card 
up^to the light close to the eye, look- 
ing preferably in the direction of -i 
piece of blue sky. With the card near 
to the eye the patient -will not see the 
small hole pierced by the needle, but 
he v.-ill see a comparatively large, faint- 
ly illuminated field with his cataract- 
projected upon it. He is, in fact, ob- 
serving the shadow cast by his cata- 
ract on the retina at the back of his 
eye. 
With a small puncture in the 


card the shadow so thrown is compar- 
atively sharp. But with a normal eye 
an evenly illuminatwl field or clea;i 
disk Tnriil be seen. 
The patient may 


thus map 'lown his ovfu cataract and 
settle for himself whether it is extend- 
ing and whether he will have an op- 
eration or not.

OUR ARMY'S NEW WIRELESS. 


Great Time Saver—Three Mules Can 


Cart It From Place to Place. 


The army has a new wireless tele- 


graph apparatus that gives much prom- 
ise of being a great hi'lp iu the busi- 
ness of revolutionizing the art of war, 
writes a Washington correspondent of 
the New York Globe. The apparatus 
does not require a multitude of ani- 
mals and a long string of wagons for 
Its transportation. 
AH it needs are 


three mules, two or three meu to man- 
age them and a wireless operator 
Probably in a pinch, in tbe stress of i 
campaign and the heat of conflict the 
wireless expert himself might manage 
the mules and handle the whole outfit 
himself. 


Tim tvirol(«:<: outfit 1*5 nnnt'iinfMl nml 


carried in two chests, each about the 
size of a steamer trunk. Poles for the 
wireless outfit are of light wood, a 
complete pole consisting of five sec- 
tions, each twelve feet in length. 
Wheu it is desired to u^e the appara- 
:us. the trunks are unloaded from the 
mule=!. the lids thrown b.u k, tbe pole 
quickly hoisted, connections made, un.1 
the operator sets to work 
Practically 


in entire telegraphing outtit is con- 
tained in one of the trunks, aud as 
icon as the connections are made be- 
tween the apparatus aud the pole the 
trunk lid is thrown liack aud the mes- 
sage can be started. 


The apparatus will send a message 


twenty miles. One is uo\v iu operation 
between Key West auil Cuba. This is 
a longer distance then the apparatus 
is intended to be practu al for, but it 
appears to operate successfully despite 
the distance. The United States army 
in Cuba is using it, and, according t<> 
information here, It is found to work 
well. 


The new -wireless system is the in- 


vention of signal corps officers. 
The 


signal corps now has in general use a 
field telegraph system, which is used 
with wires strung along the ground. 


Of course there are elaborate -wire- 


less systems in use in the armies of all 
countries. Generally they require wag- 
ons and trains of considerable propor 
tions for their transportation. 
The 


practicability of the new system is 
obvious when it is considered that one 
of the greatest needs of modern -war- 
fare is some method of prompt com- 
munication with the front or the flanks 
of a line of battle from headquarters. 
The first line of attack of a great army 
may be miles in front of headquar- 
ters. 
If it has three mules and a 


•wireless outfit with it and an expert 
to handle the instruments and there 
Is a wireless outfit back at headquar- 
ters, the orders of the commanding 
officer can be sent to it almost instan- 
taneously.
